Toronto, Nov. 18. — J. A. Tyrell, a 
surveyor, who was with Lieut.

TUB PHBM1ER AT KAM LOOPS. 

He Addresses the Residents on Public 
Allah's, and Receives an Assurance 
that the Electors of the District Will 
Continue to Support the Government. 

During the visit of Hon Mr. Robson 
to Kamloops, in response to an invita- 
tion by a large number of the electors, 
he addressed a public meeting at 
Haven's Hull on Friday night. There 
were about 160 people present, and Mr. 
J. A. Mara, M. 1',, was voted to the 
chair. The following report of Hon. 
Mr. Robson's remarks is taken from 
the Inland Sentinel: The chairman in- 
troduced Mr. Robson, who oil coming 
forward, expressed the pleasure he ex- 
perienced in visiting Kamloops and 
meeting such an audience He had 
been many times here, but the last visit 
was eleven years ago, and the Kamloops of 
that period and of the present were two 
very different affairs. The little ham- 
let had grown into a nourishing town, 
with eyery prospect of soon attaining 
the dignity and magnitude of a city; 
and although this happy transition was 
undoubtedly due chiefly to Ihe enter- 
prise and pluck of its people and its ad- 
vantageous geographical position, he 
ventured to claim sonic little credit for 
the liberal policy of the government,, 
and, perhaps, still more for the faithful- 
ness and zeal with which those . of its 
representatives in the legislature who 
have supported that government have 
invariably worked for its interests. The 
destiny of Kamloops as the principal 
centre of the great interior he took to 
be assured beyond all dispute,' and when 
he looked around upon the handsome 
houses and streets in course of construc- 
tion, he could well imagine that the 
next decade would witness a ratio of 
progress far beyond the past. 

As this was his lirst appearance before 
u Kamloops audience since assuming 
tho responsible position of Premier, he 

supposed he would be expected to touch 
upon yome of those' topics, that, on ac- 
count of their importance, occupied the 
public mind. He first referred to the 
subject of the administration of 

MINERALS IN TIIK RAILWAY UELT. 

It would be remembered that the Do- 
minion Government laid claim to the 

whole of the minerals, while the Provin- 
cial Government contended for the pre- 
cious metals. The case having been de- 
cided against the province in the Su- 
preme Court of the Dominion, an appeal 

was carried to the Queen's Privy Coun- 
cil, where u decision was given in our 
favor. This was, of course, a great vic- 
tory for the province, although in a 
way increasing the complications it w;ih 
the duty of both governments to seek 
to overcome. With the precious metals 
administered by one government and the 
baser metals administered by the other— 
bot h metals being found in the same 
ledges- (ino could easily see that to 
work these mines was practicably im- 
possible. Under these circumstances 
we set ourselves earnestly to work to 
overcome the difficulty and it is gratify- 
ing to he in a position to state that in 
this work we were met in n conciliatory 
ami liberal spirit by the federal govern- 
ment, and although a final settlement 
bus not yet been actually concluded he 
was in a position to state that there is 
every reason for believing that Ihe pro- 
vincial government will very soon have 
the practical ownership and absolute 
administration of all the metals (except 
ing coal) within the railway belt —a eon- 
dition which it is generally admitted 
will materially tend to the development 
of the great mineral wealth of tho terri- 
tory in question. 

Tho next topic to which tho speaker 
adverted was tho 

siltJSWAl' & OKANAQAN RAILWAY, 

You tire aware, he - mid, that two ses- 
sions ago the legislature passed an Act 
granting a money bonus of $200,OOU, 
payable on completion of that railway. 
That obligation is still in force, but 
negotiations are in progress for tho pur- 
pose of Mibttltuting a limited 

guarantee j f interest lor that 
large money payment, tho pro- 
vince receiving the Dominion cash 
bonus of $103,000, and also receiving 



other substantial securities which it is 
hoped will result in the province stand- 
ing clear of any ultimate disbursement 
on that account, and, at the same time, 
securing au immediate construction and 
continued and efiieient operation 
of tho road, as well as the 
placing of steamers upon Okanagan 
lake. The great advantage of these 
works are too self-evident to require 
comment. Nut only will a large and 
fertile region bo opened up along the 
rail and waterway, but the great and 
now inaccessible country beyond will 
thus be reached, and it is believed that 
another door will thus bo opened into 
Kootenay, whose markets it is so Im- 
portant you should reach. And I think 
it no little immediate advantage, said 
the speaker, that the province should 
be freed from the heavy obligation 
created by the act of 1888, and thus 
have its revenues available for carrying 
on needed public works in this and 
other districts. 

Perhaps next hi importance, lie said, 
conies tho 



KOOTENAY AND COLUMBIA RAILWAY. 

Wo have felt that it has almost come 
to be a ruce between us and our Ameri- 
can neighbors for the trade of that great 
and promising district, and no one can 
fail to realize the vital importance of 
securing to ourselves that trade, instead 
of permitting it to filter across the boun- 
dary into foreign channels and foreign 
markets. I am aware, he said, that wo 
have been accused of not hoingsuflicienl- 
ly alive to the importance and urgency 
of this mailer. A loud cry reached us 
for the immediate construction of a 
wagon road between Sprout's Landing 
and Nelson, and we were assured by 
men whose opinions are entitled to the 
greatest consideration, that with such a 
road the ore could be successfully 
shipped to our own reduction works 
and our own markets. Hut. while keen- 
ly realizing the Importance of the mat- 
ter, we hesitated to undertake the 
construction of a costly wagon road 
over a line which we had the earnest 
assurance of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company would be covered by u rail- 
way next season — in fact just as soon as 
it would he possible to build a wagon 
road. That is why the government 
seemed to hesitate, and present appear- 
ances seemed to indicate the wisdom of 
the cautious policy pursued. The rail- 
way company have now a survey party 
in the field, and are in other ways giv- 
ing evidence of mi earnest desire to 
make good their assurances. But as a 
precautionary measure the government 
arc also having a survey made, and in- 
tend seeking power to construct a wagon 
road should tho railway company fail 
us. 

I now come, continued the speaker, 
to the question of a 

READJUSTMENT, OF TIIK REPRESENTATION 
in the provincial legislature, a subject 
likely to attract considerable attention 
during the approaching session, and I 
trust you will pardon me if I treat this 
question in a somewhat gingerly hum- 
mer. There seems to be an impression 
that the time has come for a slight 
increase in the representation, and that 
it should be made upon a basis which 
would have some regard for population, 
.lust how Ibis is to be accomplished in 
order as far as possible to meet the rea- 
sonable views of both sections, I shall 
not now attempt to indicate; but it 
must be obvious that changes have 
taken place and new communities have 
sprung up during the past few years 
which call for some additional rep- 
resentation, and it is earnestly 
to be hoped that when this 
question comes to be discuss- 
ed by the legislature it will bo 
in a spirit of moderation and fair con- 
sideration for all sections of tho pro- 
vince. Jt seems probable that whatever 
measure is adopted shall include the 
dividing of some of the more unwieldy 
electoral districts into convenient rid- 
ings, and in such event it would seem 
probable that it might be desirable that 
this district of magnificent distances 
and great resources should be subdivid- 
ed into three ridings, each sending its 
own representative to the legislature. 
It is au important thing in representa- 
tive government that the representative 
shall be, so to speak, in touch with his 
constituents — ra'her a difficult matter 
the district is now constituted. The 
experimental 

ARTESIAN WELL BORING. 

is a matter of interest and importance in 
this part of the province. Everyone 
must feel that should the experiment 
prove successful the agricultural as well 
us dairy possibilities of the great dry 
region would he enormously increased, 
and it, therefore, goes without saying 
that the government should spare no 
reasonable effort to make the experi- 
ment a success. Unfortunately past 
efforts in that direction have not been 
satisfactory. It is to be hoped that in 
this case the old proverb "A bad begin- 
ning makes a good ending " may come 
true. At any rate it is the intention of 
the government to prosecute the work 
with vigor next season. 

TIIK ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 

is a subject, the lion, gentleman re- 
marked, that has received the earnest 
attention of the government. They 
have at last succeeded in inducing the 
Dominion government to appoint three 
additional county court judges, and it 
is gratifying to know that the appoint- 
ments made meet with very general ap- 
proval. The provincial government 
have appointed these judges stipendiary 
magistrates, and it is confidently bo- 
lievod their services in that capacity 
will be a great convenience and advan- 
tage, especially in the more remote set- 
tlements. 

1 think, said the speaker, I have now 
touched upon the principal questions of 
interest to you. At any rate I feel that 
1 have occupied enough of your time, 
ami 1 have only to ask, in conclusion, 
that you will extend to the present 
government that fair consideration 
and generous support, that you 
have given in the past, and thus 
strengthen and encourage it to devise 
and carry out liberal things for pro- 
vince which J believe destined to be- 
come the most attractive, wealthy and 
influential of all the provinces of our 
great Dominion, 

The lion, gentleman resumed his seat 
amid deafening applause. 

The following resolution was moved 
by J, T. Edwards, seconded by \\ r . R. 
Megaw: "That the thanks of this moot- 
ing he tendered to the Hon. Mr. Robson 
for his address, and that WO hereby con- 
vey to him the assurance that the sup- 
port so cordially given to tho late gov- 
ernment by the electors of Kamloops 
will be extended to the present govern- 
ment, believing that the largo and grow- 
ing interests of the interior of the main- 
land are safe in their hands." 

Before putting tho motion the chair- 
man requested any present who wished 
to reply to the remarks of Mr. Robson 
to do so at this stago. No opposition 
was forthcoming, but Mr. Ceo. Wilson 
created an amusing diversion by the 
quaint manner in which he asked for in- 
formation legarding the administration 

of lands in the railway belt. 

Mr. Robson explained, and there bo- 
Ing no further questions, lite motion 
was put to the meeting and unanimous- 
ly owrlod, 

In reply Mr. Robson briefly thanked 
the meeting for their hearty and Uflani. 
tuoiis vote of thanks and tho assurances 
of their support to the present govern- 
ment. He could assure them the gov- 
ernment would appreciate their sym- 
pathy and support, 

Tlio meeting then dispersed,

SECURITIES DECLINE. 

London, Nov. 18.— Brazilian securi- 
ties have further declined 5 per cent., 
and it is with groat difficulty that pur- 
chasers can be found for them. 

UNITED STATES OK BRAZIL. 

Ulo De Janeiro, Nov. 18. — The 
name adopted by the new government is 
the Republic of the United States of 
Brazil. Tho new ministers have adopted 
the United States flag with the Brazilian 
colors for the national emblem. The 
change of government has been made 
practically without bloodshed, and with 
the slightest possible amount of dis- 
order. After tho first excitement 
caused by the declaration of the army 
and navy in favor of the republic, per- 
fect order was maintained. The im- 
perial ministers retired peacefully when 
informed of their deposition and that a 
provisional cabinet was formed. The 
great majority of both army und navy 
favored the establishment of a republic. 
The provisional government's first proc- 
lamation announced the abolition of 
royalty. 

OYERTIlnOW OF TltK EMPIRE. 

Rio De .Janeiro, Nov. 18. — The new 
government has announced that it will 
hrnily maintain order. It is preparing 
a circular to foreign governments rela- 
tive to the overthrow of the Empire. 
The circular will be telegraphed to the 
Brazilian representatives abroad for 
presentation to the various govern- 
ments. The province of Bahia has sig- 
hed its adherence to the republic. News 
from other provinces show that they are 
also in favor of a republican form of 
government. A republic was proclaimed 
at Buhit and Pernambueo without oppo- 
sition. These eities are quiet, but busi- 
ness is at a standstill. 

FINANCIAL REQUIREMENTS. 

London, Nov. 18.— The Brazilian le- 
gation has received a cablegram from 
the new Brazilian minister of finance, 
requesting that notice bo given to the 
stock exchange that all financial require- 
ments of the empire will be faithfully 
observed by the republic. 

U. S. REPRESENTATIVES SILENT. 

Washington, Nov. 18. — Nothing has 
been received at the state department 
concerning the revolution in Brazil 
since Friday, when Consul-General 
Dickery's brief jable announcing a 
change of governicnt was received. The 
failure to receive further information 
leads the department officials to think 
that the cables have been seized, else 
upon such an important incident the 
representatives of the United States 
would have kept the government here 
advised of the progress of evonts. 

DOM PEDRO DECLINES TO ABDICATE. 

Rio De Janeiro, Nov. 18.— On the 
morning of the revolution the city awoke 
to hear the proclamation of the republic 
of the United States of Brazil. Senors 
Fonseca, Contant and others proceeded 
to Petropolis on Friday morning and in- 
formed the Emperor that he was de- 
throned, Dom Pedro was calm and 
dignified and listened quietly to what 
the visitors said. Senor Fonseca acted 
as spokesman and said; "Brazil has ad- 
vanced in civilization enough to dis- 
pense with a monarchy. The country 
is grateful for the Emperor's patriotism, 
but has insisted on a republic." Dom 
Pedro replied with dignity, de- 
clining to abdicate. He would yield 
to force but would not renounce the 
throne voluntarily. The imperial family 
were allowed only one hour to prepare 
for their departure. A man-of-war was 
ready, with steam up, to take them oil'. 
The captain received his instructions as 
soon aa the Emperor and his party were 
on board. The orders informing the 
captain of his route were sealed, but it 
is supposed his destination is Lisbon. 
It is reported the impending revolution 
was known to several financial houses in 
Vienna I wo days prior to its occurrence.

WESTMINSTER SPECIAL. 

Sunday's Gale Does Considerable 
Damage. 



The .Storm Also Kelt In Full Force on 
Lulu Island— Two Schooners Hunk 
— Uomlng Football Match. 



[From Our Own Correspondent,] 
New Westminster, Nov. 18. — An 
Indian named Charles Stewart, who has 
been in the employ of Charles Mc- 
Donougll for t welve years, fell off the 
wharf hist night while in a drunken 
condition and was drowned. Aftor 
dragging for four hours to-day the body 
was recovered. Deceased was 30 years 
old and unmarried. 

The storm yesterday afternoon wiih 
the most ^severe felt in this city Bince 
1870, The gale commenced to blow at 
1 p. m. and by 1 :.'M) oelock a small hur- 
ricano was in progress. Windows were 
broken, signs thrown, down lin ripped 
from tho roofs and lumber piles blown 
over, and tho boards tossed about like 
straws. Eight hundred feet of the 
penitentiary wall was blown down and 
several of the sentry boxes were smashed. 
If this accident had happened on Satur- 
day a number of prisoners would cer- 
tainly have escaped. Capt. Peelo's llug- 
Htaff was blown down, as were also 
several chimneys', A houso in the 
swamp was lifted bodily fifty feet. 
Some ban els of merchandise were blown 
from tho deck of the steamer Irvicgand 
lost. Tho schooner She, of Lulu 
island, broke from her moorings and 
was dashed against the piles and 
sunk. Anothor schooner is also 



reported to have been lost. Tho tele- 
graph and telephone lines were all 
tangled up and were not in use to-day. 
Reports from all directions say the 
storm was very severe. Roads are 
blocked with fallen trees, and some 
bridges are said to have been badly 
damaged. It is reported several houses 
on Lulu Island were blown down, but 
there is no confirmation of the fact. 
The storm lasted till 4 o'clock, und was 
followed by rain.

Considerable Damage Done at Port 
Townseud. 



Houses Blown Down, Trees Uprooted, and 
Telegraph Wires Prostrated -Vc«seU 
in the Harbor Damaged. 



Fort Townsknd, Nov. IS. — One of 
the severest gules ever known in this 
city prevailed here yesterday afternoon, 
doing considerable damage to vessels in 
the harbor. Tugs and steamers were 
compelled to leave the wharves and 
moor at the head of the bay for safety. 
The British ship Eksdale had a narrow 
escape from being driven ashore, having 
dragged her anchor for over half a mile. 
The United States const survey schoon- 
er Ernest would have been swamped 
had it not been for the assistance of the 
revenue steamer Wolcntt, which towed 
her to the head of the bay. The wharves 
were swamped with seas and many of 
the slips carried away. The warehouse 
on Tyler street wharf had the front cut 
off by wind and carried into the bay. A 
large number of small houses were over- 
turned, and a great many chinmies were 
blown down. The new city hall, which 
was just completed at Port Discovery, 
was completely demoralized. A number 
of trees were also uprooted. The tele- 
graph wire are blown doivn for miles. 
It is not known yet as to the extent of 
the damage in tho city, but it is consid- 
erable.

A Serious Krror. 

Washington, Nov. 10.— Tho atten- 
tion of General Land Commissioner 
Groff was to-day culled to a statement 
made by Representative-elect Wilson 
of Washington, that in tho enabling act 
admitting Washingtor Territory as a 
state a serious error was made by using 
tho word "act," when "section was 
meant. That by so doing the pre-emp- 
tion act as applied to Washington as a 
state was repealed, whereas it was the 
intention of Congress to repeal only tho 
eighth section of tho act. Commissioner 
Groff said that while he had not as yet 
had time to examine the matter as 
carefully as so important a ques- 
tion deserved, at first blush ho 
was inclined to think that tho serious 
consequences feared would not result. 
He had taken no ollicial action in order- 
ing cases held up in Washington, but 
pre-emption cases were considered as 
usual, despite the alleged defect. Tito 
general impression about the laud otlico 
is that it will not affect the standing of 
the pre-emption cases in the statu of 
Washington now pending before that 
office or subsequently to come before it. 
Commissioner Graff, however, will give 
the matter consideration to determine 
its exact effect on the land ofllce! 

The Gronlu Trial. 

Chioaoo, Nov. 18. — In the Crontu 
trial to-day, James Hyland, a laborer, 
swore that on Sunday night ho and his 
cousin, Jeremiah, called at O'Sullivan's 
house at 7 o'clock, went out to a saloon 
and had several glasses of wine. Wit- 
ness greatly resembled Coughlin, and 
the purpose of the testimony was to 
show that it was on Sunday night that 
the men were seen in the saloon by the 
witness Wieman, and that the men ho 
took to be Coughlin and tvuuz were 
they. 

Two Children Buruetl t<> Itcnlh. 

Archie, Mo., Nov. 18. — On Saturday 
night James Hodges and wife, living 
'I miles north of here, went to spend the 
evening with a neighbor, a short dis- 
tance away, leaving their two children, 
a boy and a girl, aged 8 and 0, alone in 
the house. During tho evening they 
happened to look toward home and saw 
a blaze.

She left tho home of her guardian, Mr. 
Taylor, about three months ago and 
went to Brouthers to live.

Kxtenhlvr t'hlua Works Burned. 

PlTTSBUEG, Nov. 18.— A special to 
the Times from East Liverpool, Ohio, 
says: "Knowles, Taylor & Knowles* 
china works, the largest in the United 
States, were totally destroyed by fire 
at 5 o'clock this morning. The loss will 
probably reach §300,000. Insurance not 
more than 8100,000. Several persons 
wete injured in escaping from the works. 
The fire was started by an explosion in 
the packing rooms, which were filled 
with straw. During the progress of tho 
lire the boilers burst, making a terrific 
roar that could bo heard for miles. A 
plumber was repairing a leaking gas 
main when in some manner tho escaping 
gas ignited, and an explosion followed.

THE PREMIER AT KAM LOOPS. 

The Hon. John Robson is doing -what 
he can to make himself acquainted with 
the wanta of the province. He visits 
the different districts and hears from 
the people themselves what they need 
and what they have to complain of. 
These visits are satisfactory to the elec- 
tors. Thoy see and hear the leader oi 
the Government und they aro able to 
judge for themselves whether or not he 
is the kind of man which the Opposi 
tion newspapers represent him to be. 
We have no doubt that one of the re 
suits of Mr. Robson's visit to tho coun 
try districts will be to dissipate many 
prejudices with respect to tho leader oi 
the Government and his policy. The 
eleotors have the opportunity of correc 
ting the misrepresentation that his op- 
ponents have been so industrious in 
spreading, and they will know here 
after whut credit to give the abuse of 
the Premier which for a long time hat 
been almost the whole of the Oppo 
sition's stock in trade. 

Tho condensed report of the speech 
which Mr. Robson delivered at Kam- 
loops, which the reader will find in an- 
other column, shows how he talks to the 
electors, The synopsis is an admirable 
one and is most creditable to the Inland 
Sentinel. The Premier wastes no time 
in retaliating upon those who lose 
no opportnity of maligning and 
misrepresenting him. Headdresses him- 
self to tho business in hand, and com 
pletely ignores his revilers. He dis- 
cusses the subjects most interesting to 
his hearers, and leaves them to lorn 
their own conclusions. Ho makes no 
appeal to party feeling. It would be 
hard to tell from his remarks thut there 
are two parties in the province. There 
is every reason to conclude that his 
sensible, dispassionate, businoss-liko ad- 
dress hud a good effect. We hear 
that some of the opponents of the 
Government were very favorably im- 
pressed with Mr. Robson's exposition of 
the policy of his Government, and from 
reports that have reached us, Kamloops 
is not the only place in which the 
Premier is receiving hearty commenda 
tion from gentlemen who were at one 
timo opponents of the party to which he 
belongs. 

There is much in the speech to inter- 
est all who have at heart the welfare of 
the province. The administration of the 
minerals in the railway belt is a matter 
that concerns the whole province^ The d 
vided jurisdiction made the management 
of those minerals extremely difficult. The 
decision of the committee of the Privy 
Council with respect to the precious 
metals made the matter still more com- 
plicated. The Government has, it ap 
pears, been doing its best to make in 
arrangement which will be satisfactory 
to tho people of British Columbia, an 
whirh will facilitate the development of 
tho resources of the province. Ninety- 
nine out of every hundred British Co 
lumbians will, we aro sure, be gratified 
to learn that there is a prospect of the 
Provincial Government becoming the 
practical owner of all the minerals of th 
belt except coal. When this arrangement 
is completed there will be no difficulty 
in the way of capitalists who wish b 
open mines in tho railway licit getting 
as good a title for all tho land thoy 
need as they can desire. The diflicnlty 
in securing such a title, us well as the 
uncertainty as regards the ownership oi 
the uiinorals, has been an obstacle in 
the way of opening mines in that section 
of the province. This obstacle, owing 
to tho laudable exertions of* botli the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments, 
will soon be removed. 

Tho arrangement with respect to the 
construction of the Shuswapand Okana- 
gan Railway will, wo think, meet with 
the approval of all prudent and disin- 
terested men. Tho most effective aid 
that can be given to a railway is often 
a Government guarantee. When the 
prospects of the projected road are 
good, tho Government guaranteo en- 
ables tho company building it to raise 
the money they require easily, and ot tho 
oamu time the guaranteeing government 
is not required to pay any money down, 
and may never bo obliged to pay a single 
dollar of interest. The$200,000whlob the 
province lias granted to the company is 
a large sum to puy out. By guarantee- 
ing the bonds of the company it will bo 
under no necessity to pay this money 
und it will hnvo besides the $103,000 
grant of the Dominion Government ns n 
Bocurity against loss. Mr. Robson, we 
notico, speaks of other substantial 
securities which tho company aro to 
give. It will bo neon, then, that the 
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Government by going security for a 
small percentage on tho bonds of the 
jompany for a limited period, takes the 
most effective way of securing; the con- 
struction of the road, and at the same 
time runs little or no risk of having to 
pay a single dollar interest on the com- 
pany's bonds. 

There has beon a good deal said about 
tho construction of a wagon road bo- 
tween Sprout's Landing und Nelson. 
Fault has been found with the Govern- 
ment for not constructing that road. 
But Mr. Robson's explanation appears 
to have beon quite satisfactory to the 
people whom he addressed. If a rail- 
way is soon to be built on the same 
route it does aoem an unnecessary 
expense to build a wagon road. The ruil- 
road would make the wagon road un- 
leeeasary, and the money expended on 
tho latter would therefore be thrown 
way. If, however, the railroad is not 
built as promised, it appears to be the 
iovernmont's intention to construct the 
wagon road. But tho assurances of the 
C. P. R. Co. that it is to commence 
the railroad aro surely to bo depended 
upon. It is in its own intorest to build 
the road, and it bus nothing to gain and 
nay have a great deal to lose by delay. 

Mr. Robson spoke very guardedly 
ibout the readjustment of representa- 
tion. That is admittedly a difficult 
business, and ho did well to be cautious. 
The dividing of large districts into rid- 
ings each returning ono member, is, we 
should say, an improvement in many 
ways, and will be liked by the constitu- 
encies. The difficulty will not be so 
much with those constituencies as to 
adjust the representation in the more 
populous parts of the province. There 
will be conflicting clnitns to reconcile, 
local jealousies to soften and unreason- 
able poople to mollify; in fact the 
redistribution of scats will be ft trying 
business on those whose duty it will be 
to effect it, and the Premier did well in 
being very careful as to what ho said 
with regard to it. There is no good in 
meeting trouble half way. 

We aro glad to see that it is the in 
tention of tho Government to continue 
to try what can be done towards irriga 
ting the fertile but arid parts of the 
province. We are cortain that much 
^ood laud can be reclaimed by a proper 
system of irrigation. Whether this 
should be done by Government or by 
private enterprise is a question that 
must be gravely considered. If the 
Government's experiments show that 
^ood can be done by boring artesian 
wells, enterprising capitalists may be 
induced to carry out the work on a 
large scale, 

Tho programme of tho Government, 
so fur as it has been explained by the 
I'reniier in his Kamloops speech, will 
we believe, be as heartily approved by 
the people of the whole province as it 
was by those to whom it was addressed 

A THROWER OF DIRT. 

The Rev. Dr. Sutherland, tho foundet 
of tho Third Party, had been made by 
the Toronto Globe to taste some of the 
sweets of political life. Tho rev. gen 
tleman hud the audacity, without ask- 
ing the Globe's leave, to expreaa his in 
tention of going to Lambton to speak on 
behalf of tho Third Party candidate. 
The Globe immediately undertook to 
punish him for his presumption in the 
old-fashioned, sledge-hammer style. It 
first found a nickname for him. The 
Opposition is strong in nicknames. It 
is, in fact, in many places strong in 
nothing else. The Globe dubbed Dr. 
Sutherland the "Embodiment of Truth 
and Righteousness, which it shortens in 
the course of tho article to "Embodi 
uient. " This is clumsy for a nickname, 
and has neither wit nor humor in it, but 
the Globo ha? lost its vigor, and it wa. 
never remarkable for its wit. The next 
thing was to cast suspicion on the rev 
gentleman's motives. To do this dirt 
must be thrown, but the Globe, when 
party exigencies require it, never 
scruples to daub an opponent with mud 
with the expectation that some of it 
will stick. This is the first handful, 
and wo must admit that it is thrown 
with considerable expertness. Speak 
ing of Dr. Sutherland's intended appear 
ance on tho political platform in Lamb- 
ton, the Globe says s "He may be in- 
vited to tell his uudiences how he, who 
bad long professed to bo a Liberal, hap 
pened to turn Tory just at the time 
when Sir John Macdonald gave an im 
inense grant of wild land to the Coloniza 
lion Company of which the Embodiment 
of Truth and Righteousness weieaprinci 
pal promotor." What this has to do 
with the issue on which the electors are 
called to vote in Lambton no one knows. 
I!ut if the Globe can make them believe 
that the reverend gentleman is a boodler 
it imagines it bus cooked his goose for 
him as well as that of the candidate 
whose catiHe lie has espoused. The Glol 
then proceeds to throw more dirt, 
chiefly with the intention of prejudic 
ing the temperance people against him 
Whether what it says is true or not we 
have no means of knowing, but, 
whether true or false, it has 
nothing whatever to do with the ques 
Lions before the electors of Lambton 
Let Dr. Sutherland be ten times more 
unreliable than the Globe represents bin 
to be that does not make the cause 
which Mr. McCrae advocates better or 
worse. 

It may not be wise or seemly in a 
clergyman taking the stump in an elec- 
tion contest. We do not think it is 
But if a minister of the gospel believes 
it to be his duty to speak in favor of 
a cause or a candidate lie is surely en- 
titled to fair play. He is not, because 
ho is a clergyman, to be treated with 
contumely and abuso. It is cer- 
tainly most unbecoming in the loading 
Liberal newspaper of Ontario to 
dovoto throe-quarters of a column to tho 
vilification of an opponent because he 
happens to be a clergyman and un advo 
oato of Prohibition. Such articles aro a 
disgrace to tho press of Canada. Sharp 
controversy on a public question is 
allowable, but when a journal that 
should bo respectable leaves tho sub- 
ject that ought to bo discussed to cover 
with abuse a gentleman of high char- 
acter and good position in society, it is 
timo for the newspapers of all parties to 
protest vigorously against such an 
abuse of the privileges of tho press. If 
the articlo had appeared in some 
obscure Ontario village Bheot it would 
bo considered, both as regards matter 
and stylo, too contemptible for oerious 
notico, but ocoupying as it does a con- 



spicuous place hi , » leading Canadian 
newspaper, it is, in our opinion, tho 
duty of every Canadian editor for the 
credit of his country to show what he 
thinku of such low and unprincipled 
journalism. 

A LITTLE TEMPEST. 

There has been a crisis n the North- 
west Council. Tho Assembly passed a 
vote of want of confidence in tho Ad- 
visory Council. This Advisory Council 
occupies a position somewhat analogous 
to tho ministry in ono of the provinces. 
Responsible government has not yet 
been extended to to the Territories, but 
the Governor appoints this Council to 
assist him in his adminiBtrativo duties. 
The Advisory Council had just been ap- 
pointed and had performed no official 
act wheu the Assembly, by a vote of 
thirteen to eight, declared that it bad 
no confidence in it. The reason of this 
voto seems to be that the Assembly has 
no voice in the expenditure of the Do- 
minion grant to the Territories. That 
grant amounted to about $8(5,000. 
The accounts that came down to tho 
Assembly relatod to tho expenditure of 
some §18,000 raised in the Territories, 
but tho Government did not consider 
itself under any obligation to account 
to the Assembly for what had been 
done with the §80,000 Dominion money. 
The members resented this. They eon- 
idered that tho power of tho purse 
should be in their hands, that they 
should have full control of the Federal 
grant as well as of the money raised in 
the Territories. 

The Assembly had nothing to say 
against the Advisory Council. They 
made a stand on the principle wo have 
indicated. The Council resigned but the 
Governor declined to accept tho resig- 
nations. What tho result of tho dead- 
lock will be is hard to tell. The object 
of tho agitators evidently is to hurry on 
responsible government. Tho North 
Westers want home rule.

RAISING THE WIND. 

Russia has resorted to an old fashioned 
way of raising money. It has estab- 
lished a big lottery. The hope of get 
ting handsome prizes immediately, bus 
tempted people to open their purses 
who could not bo induced to lend money 
to tho government at a fair rato of ii 
tcrest. The government by this lottery 
scheme obtained all the money it wanted 
S0,00<),000 roubles, and it is said that 
the subscriptions amounted to very 
much more than the sum asked for, 
This lottery having turned out so suc- 
cessful, the Russian government have 
determined to get up another for mill 
tary purposes. The sum it proposes to 
raise is 150,000,000 roubles. There is 
every prospect of this lottery being as 
successful as the former one. The 
gambling eloment is too much for the 
virtue of the small capitalists of 
Russia. This raising money by state 
lotteries is the revival of a very 
old device. It is considered by] econo- 
mists of those days vicious in principle 
both economically and morally. For 
nearly three hundred years every state 
in Europe raised part of the money it 
needed in exigencies by lotteries. The 
Italians set the fashion. Tho French 
soon followed, and the other nations 
were not long in adopting so easy a 
method of filling their empty coders. 
The earliest English parliamentary lot- 
tery was established in 1701), and the 
system continued until 182;!. Lotteries 
are now illegal in Great Britain, and 
they are expressly forbidden by the 
constitutions of twenty-six of the States 
of the American Union. If Russia gets 
the money it needs by mean3 of these 
lotteries the chances of the permanence 
of peace in Europe will be greatly 
lessened. It is believed that nothing 
but an empty treasury kept it from 
going to war some time ago.

Of tho memories tliat are the legacy 
of the summer's holiday, to a vary large 
class of worthy workers, one there is 
which holds a ating, and which lias no 
good rai.son d'etre. It U the remem- 
brance of the unwillingness which char- 
acterized the granting of the well earned 
holiday. It is tiie memory of the grudg- 
ingness which accompanied the permit 
to leave tho treadmill of (ifty weeks for 
the needed restfulness of fourteen days. 
The trait which tlmis manifestation in 
this sort of thing is not conlined to the 
counting room or the office, but pervades 
the lionie circle, yet in the former it is 
most frequently met with. Rare, In 
deed, is tho employer that, when the 
day of emancipation for n faithful clerk 
draws near, sends that servitor forth 
with a lighter heart because of the kindly 
expressions which formed a part of the 
"good-by." 

On the contrary, the average employer 
regards the taking of a holiday by ths 
man or woman in his service with a dis- 
favor that tinges his parting words and 
invests his permission with a throw-a- 
dog-a-bone attribute. The fact that the 
toiler at the desk may be sadly in need 
of a holiday, that his close attention to 
his duties lias impaired tho excellence of 
his work, is ignored by the man whose 
consent must be gained ere tho holiday 
is possible. This man bears only in hi* 
narrow mind that ho will lose, for a 
fortnight, the services of a valuable as- 
sistant; that tho substitute 13 not so 
familiar with the ways of the office or 
the store, and that, thereby, he, the em 
ployer, is a sufferer, and tho wheels and 
coga of his ollico machinery may not 
operate so smoothly. So he invests his 
parting words with more than a trace of 
his feeling of resentment, and the dawn 
of his clerk's vacation is bereft of sun- 
shine. And it would be so easy to add 
this missing quality! To say, heartily 
and sincerely, "Have a good time, Mr. 
Toyler; you deserve it, and I hopo you'll 
coiuo back refreshed in mind and body. 1 ' 

At the home this narrow spirit of 
grudgingness prevails to too great an 
extent. The wife needs a rest from 
household cares, and she gets it. But 
with it she gets a reminder of her liege 
lord's unwillingness to make the sacri- 
fices needed, from his own comforts. 
She, too, misses the kindly words which 
would sweeten all her holiday at tho sea- 
side or at the mountain resort: "Cer- 
tainly, dear, go and have a good time. 
You need it and must have it." The 
milk of human kindness is too often 
absent from the parting words that put 
a period to work and usher in tho brief 
season of rest for those that need and 
merit such a rest.— Pittsburg Bulletin. 



Tho Chinamen in California, although 
aliens, are obliged to pay a poll tax of $8, 
if under sixty years of age. As they are 
a thrifty people, inclined to save, and 
not at all in sympathy with American 
institutions, they do all they cantoavoid 
this tax.

years, the right and privilege of erecting, 
constructing, maintaining, and operating 
and using in, along, and over and under 
any and all tho streets of tho City of 
Victoria, what Is known as tho District 
Telegraph System. 

Section 2.— The said grantees shall have 
tho right to and shall orect the poles and 
stretch the wiros of their said Telegraph 
System so as not to interfere with tho f ree 
and unobstructed use of tho streets for 
travel, and shall erect tho poles of their 
telegraph at, such points in the streets and 
placo tho wires of their telegraph at such 
points and at such height as shall bo desig- 
nated by the street committee of said city. 
Said poles shall bo dressed and painted in 
a neat and satisfactory manner anil shall 
not bo less than thirty (30) feet in height 
nd proporly proportioned throughout, 
subject to the direction and control of 1 he 
committee on street Improvements of said 
city. 

Section 3.— That whenever it shall be- 
come necessary for the erection or repair 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
into or in any manner interfere with any 
public street or any part thereof, the 
grantees and their assigns shall have tho 
right so to do, and ahall without delay put 
the street in as good condition as it was 
before it was so broken Up, dug or disturbed, 
and shall remove from thostreet all surplus 
sund, earth, rubbish or other material 
caused thereby. 

Section 1.— That whenever any person or 
persons, company or corporation, shall 
have obtained permission of tho commit too 
on streets and public property to remove 
any building, structure oreditlce through 
any street or slreeta of said city of Victo-

or lines shall bo removed or raised hy the 
street commissioner ut the expense of said 
grantees so as to admit of tho free passage 
of such building or other edifice orstruc 
turc. 

Section 5.— That whenever it shall bo 
necessary in grading any street or alley of 
said city, or in building any sidewalk, or 
making any other Improvement thereon, 
to remove any pole or polos belonging to 
said grantees, or on which any line or linos, 
wire or wires, belonging to Bald grantees 
shall be stretched or fastened, the said 
grantees shall, upon rccoiving twenty-four 
hours notice from tho contractor, or other 
person having charge of such grading or 
other improvement, remove such polo or 
poles, and if said grantees upon such not leu 
ahall neglect or refuse to move such polo 
or poles, then such polo or poles shall be 
removed by tho street commissioner at the 
expense of said grantees. 

Section 6.— That it shall bo unlawful for 
any person unless authorized by said 
grantees to interfere, meddle with, Injure 
orremovo any of tho telegraph polos, wires, 
boxes or apparatus belonging or appertain- 
ing to said telegraph system.

Proceedings of the Annual Conventl)n 
t Held nt Westmlni.ter. 

Tlio Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union opened its annual convention in 
tho Baptist Church, Westminster, on 
Wednesday morning, the 13th inst. 
After a bible reading by Mrs. Murk- 
holder, and devotional exorcises, the 
convention was formally opened by the 
president, Mrs. J. Cunningham. 

When tho preliminaries were over, 
reports wore given by the general 
officers and superintendents of depart- 
ments, showing that much work had 
been done during the past year and that 
tho loeol unions were ull in « healthy 
condition. Ovor 6,000 leaflets, papers, 
and books have been circulated by the 
ladies in their various localities. 
Nearly $3,000 bus been raised by Hie 
local union, $2,000 of which bus been 
spoilt in opening u refuge home for those 
girls desiring to forsake a life of sin. 
Tho report of tho refuge home und its 
present condition was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, und was the means of awaken- 
ing a great interest in this newly under- 
taken uranch of temperance work, eucb 
union making itself responsible to raise 
funds for carrying it on. 

Scientific temperance instruction, 
through the efforts of this society, has 
been inti «hu -d into our public schools. 
The visi in; f the hospitals and jails 1 y 
the ladies in tlio different towns liuve 
been most faithfully attended to, and 
their efforts have been crowned with 
tho salvation of souls. Temperance 
work has also been carried on among 
tho Indians at Chilliwhuok, the super- 
intendent of that department reporting 
a good temperance society as well as a 
large Loyal Legion. In petitions, the 
ladies have been active, and, as a 
whole, with good success, eleven 
petitions out of twelve having been 
successful in preventing the granting of 
new licenses. 

The convention lasted three days, at 
the close of which the following ameers 
were elected for the coining year : Mrs. 
J. Cunningham, president; Airs. Street, 
corresponding secretary j Miss Mj- 
Dougul, recording secretary: and Mrs. 
Asbwell, treasurer. 

The evening meetings were well at- 
tended and most interesting. 

KOOTENAY LAKE, B, C. 

Mr. K. Pickering's Impressions of tho 
Kootenay bake Country. 

The following is an extract from a 
letter received by ex-Mayor Fell, from 
Mr. R. Pickering of Pickering it Clomp- 
ton, who visited the Kootenay Lake 
region prior to bis return to England; 

"You would get a letter from mo 
while ut Kootenay (Busk's Camp) hut 1 
did not then give you my general im- 
pressions re Kootenay Valley and coun- 
try generally, The Lower Kootenay 
River are the richest deposits of loamy 
soil 1 ever saw — there is certainly 20 
feet deep or more and they are at pres- 
ent more or less under water in the lat- 
ter end of May, all June and half of 
July, owing to the snows melting in the 
mountains. Well, tho outlet Kootenay 
River, which Hows out of the Kootenay 
Lake proper, down past Nelson City, 
has some narrows, the remains of ter- 
minal moraine matter, which prevents 
the river discharging water freely. 
The problem is to widen tl-osc narrows, 
and to prevent the Hood waters rising, 
say more than ten feet above the lowest 
water level. At present the river is 21 
feet. If the river can bo brought down 
to say 10 feet, the effect will be to liber- 
ate the flat alluvial land to the extent of 
say '15,000 acres in B. C. and a like 
quantity in the United States, but of 
this we have not any interest notwith- 
standing that the United Slates lands 
would be immensely benefited. You 
will observe that these Hat lands are 
flooded just at the time of thu year 
that there is the greatest growth. 1 
have reported on the whole scheme to 
the company in London yesterday. 

The mines of the Kootenay district 
are very rich. The only drawback at 
present is that only the richest ore can 
be transported out by the waggon road 
to Sand Point for transmission to Hel- 
ena, etc., to smelt. A smelter however 
is to be put down at the Blue Hell 
mines forthwith; this will materially 
assist the valleys, and ere long railways 
will be mude. There is at present a 
great demand for human food aud cat- 
tle food, and these Hat lands will be the 
gardens to produce that food, or to put 
it further, they can produce food on these 
Hat lands much cheaper than any otlie 
place, anil it is within the province of 
Ii. ('. There is no duty to pay by the 
user in the mining district of the val 
ley. So much for Kootenay, it has a 
grand future before it, is my convic- 
tion."

Nicholson baa gone to "that undiscov- 
ered country from whose bourne no 
traveller returns." 

"Alns. poor Yorrlck, I knew him well." 

It struck me that the mere mentioi 
of his death was scarcely BUflipieht 
tribute to the memory of one who was 
for so many years so prominent a charac- 
ter and SO universally respected in Vic- 
toria as was the late "Huron Nichol- 
son," He cuinu to Victoria in the early 
sixties and was associated with the 
firm of Dickson, Campbell Ss Co. He 
was a highly cultured man, having re- 
ceived an university education, and had 
Shakespeare (whose writings he particu- 
larly admired) at his lingers etuis. Ho 
was repeatedly chosen foreman of the 
grand jury iu Victoria, and after bis de- 
parture I heard. our esteemed Chief 
Justice Sir Matliew It. Begbie remark 
to the grand jurors with much regret 
the absence of their foreman, Mr, 
Nicholson. In his death many of his 
old companions hero deplore t he loss of 
a kind and good friend.
